RECOLLECTIONS ASTD REMINISCENCES OF 


MEN AND THINGS AFTER FORTY YEARS, 
CONCLUDED.

| In iny late previous article I made rel- 


eience to some of the earlier pioneers in 
the settlement ol ganger, recalling to 
111141 some of the incidents related of thfem 
in their stiuggle against.the untoward cir- 
cumstances with which they were sur- 
souyded;—showing that they faltered not 
in their purpose to hold fast te the heri- 
tage of which (hey had become possessed; 
and which,in the en|l became indeed, "a 
goodly heritage." It shall be my pleas- 
ant duty now to refer to others, those w ho 
cime upon the stage at a somewhat later 
period. Without attempting to meutio'n 
others among the many merchants of the 
interval, I pass two [decade", and come to 
1310.

ol the period, located at Bungor. He was 
the Hi st to build vessels ol any cons|lder- 
ablc sUe; and usually led in most coui- 
mercia and business enterprises of the 
day. His first ship Was launched in 1812. 
\yilliara and Charles] Eice followed closely' 
upon the comse o£ Mr. Leavitt, and built 
a ship of about equal size, which was 
launched in the same year. Others follow- 
^d up the enterprisel of ship buildiner, and 
some ships of four fyundred tons bui then 
were launched in 1813. Space would fail 
me to mention by name, the many mer- 
chants, who liom this time on participated 
i'nthewoithy object ol building up the 
commeice o± Bangor. The Ciosbys, the 
Carr^, the Barkers, ^he Hills, the Pattens, 
the Ciams, the Taylors, and many others 
bore an honorable r'art in thfe enterprise 
aW development ot that period, and that 
which followed for -Jle next several dec- 
odes. 
Slylown peisonal recollections of this 
period extend back to about 1830. My 
memory fastens mos.t definitely jjipon Jo- 
seph Carr and John Barker; the lattei was

and quifet, though quaint, wit, and his 
bright, sharp witticisms were a striking 
feature among his [characteristics. 
Mr. 
Chirr wis a. man of qjiet and gentlemanly 
deportment, without any attempt at, or bias 
toward), eccentric 01 sensational attitudes. 
1~ was the practice of my honored father, 
who was, at that period, extensively en- 
gaged in the lumber] business, at Enfleld, 
t> make frequent visits to Bangor. 
This 
was done, foi a portion of the distance, 
ovci roads, none, of tjhe best, and the jour- 
ney was somewhat sjow and tedious. He 
used, at times, to take along with him 
some one of his chi dren—it was my lot 
and happiness when a small boy at about 
the year 1833, to be the one selected to the 
privilege of a visit tothe nietrapolis of the 
renobscot Valley. The children of that 
p.eiiod had heard of the place in a far dis- 
tant region, so distant, as to be almost 
mythical, called Mew Tork; and another, 
not as remote as the first-named,' called 
Boston; a city in their estimation, supe- 
iior to any in the then known woild. 
Eangor, though in their minds, not as 
great a city as Boston, was yet, for a Pe- 
nobscot boy, 


A MOST DESIRABLE PLACE TO VISIT. 
It wa 3 his ideal of ^i great and populous- 
city, anl his own "blight and particular 
star," SQ, to visit Bangor was a highly 
valued privilege, and eagerly seized upon 
by every ambitious boy of the period. The 
journey was undertaken on. a bright day 
ir theeaily autumn; my mother accom- 
panied us; oui mode ol coiveyance, a 
horse and wagon. My father was a mail 
of peculiarly tender feelings towards his 
dumb servants, and would, use every 
means i i his power to lighten their bur- 
dens—h s favorite means of doing this 
while tiaveling, was to alight from his. 
carriage at the foot ol every hill, however 
small or great, and walk laboiiously to the 
top. Trie boys, if of sufficient age, must 
do the same. If a loose "stone chanced to 
obstruct the way, he would stop to pick 
it up, and throw it to such a distance that 
-it should be impossible for it ever again to 
encumber the way; or possibly, if n3t too 
large, he would hit ic a vigorous kick with 
his foot and send it whiiling in the dis- 
tance. Of course, these movements re- 
taided, more or less, the speed of travel; 
sc, it happened, that a journey Which 
could be accomplished, at a later'per.od in 
si t or eight hours, required them a day 
and a half. Leaving Enlield in the morn- 
ing, we reached Orono at aboqt eleven 
o'clock at night, and on the morrow com- 
pleted the JouFaey, reaching Bangor at 
about noon.

the conduct of his business at Enfleld, and 
foubd him ever exceedingly ^onsideiate 
and obliging in all bis dealings. Squire 
Garr was well and favorably known by 
the Indians ol the Penobscot tribe, and 
had in the earlier times extensive dealings 
with them. He was well legarded by both 
sexes ol the tnbej but the female portion 
were moie demonstrative in their appie- 
clation of -his generous and kindly acts. 
Their sentiments towards him found ex- 
piession in the following highly poetical 
lines: 


OJe Joe Carr, 
Berry flne man be, 
Ho much kind to Indian squaw* 
And give 'em monle.'!

This possibly is not an exact quotation 
plth,e doggerel as originally pioduced, but 
is -sufficiently {near lor present purposes. 
The place ol residence' of Squire Cair 
was at or near the head of Harlow street, 
a little below near where Hinckly & Egery 
once had their foundry, but is npw occu- 
pied by what have been for some vears 
known as "Morse's Mills."

John Baiker, (usually known .as Uncle 
Johnnie Bfiuker,) as before indicated, was 
a man ol

overflowing with good humor and a quaint, 
sly wit. He was in (his eailier life a mer- 
chant, connected in v trade with Mr. Carr, 
at a period to {which my menioiy^ does not 
extend. My recollection of him is as a le- 
tired merchant, living upon his ample in- 
come, drawn Irom the accumulations 
gained in his successful business enter- 
prises ol fonner ye^rs. He was, in per- 
sonal appealance, not unlike Mi. Carr. in 
figure and height^, but had somewhat 
more o£ rotundity; his lace was closely 
shaven, and his head sui mounted by "a 
ciown ol 'glory, hke unto the driven 
snow," His residence was "on jsnmmer 
-stieet and was in keepirtg with the charac- 
ter-of the man, somewhat unique in arch- 
itectuial style. 
James Ciosby will be remembered by 
the older citizens of Bangor as one of the 
solid men, (financially,) of the town. 
Though nob a large man in physical pio- 
portions, he was yet a solid uuw in this ic- 
spect also, weighing peihaps one hundred 
and eighty pounds avoirdupois, with a 
well built and firmly knit frame. I re- 
member him more as a capitalist and real 
estate owner, than as a merchant. At the, 
time to tthich I refer, he oWired a consid- 
erable portion, (or possibly all,) o'l City 
Point Block, the merchants and bankers of 
that neighborhood, paying to him tribute, 
in the foim of rent money. His lesidence 
was on .Broadway, next adjoining the 
homestead of the late General Samuel Vea- 
zie. It was a very delightful place foi a 
home, with a commanding Outlook upon 
the liver aud city below^ 
Abner Taylor was 
PROMINENT AlilONG THE MERCHANTS 


at the period to which I now relei. His 
place of business was at the. junction of 
West Market Square with, Kenduskeag 
bridge, the point where, now stands the 
imposing structure known as Wheelwright 
and Claik's block. [The old store ol Mr. 
Taylor was a quaint wooden stiuctuie, in 
the old style, and held 'its position as Tay- 
loi's Corner, lor, many yeais. He kept a 
general assortment of merchandise such as 
is usually sold ini a country store of the 
piesenttime. Gun-powder had a piomi- 
ueut place in the inventory ot al tides kept 
on sale by him, and' to indicate to passeis, 
by that there could be obtained this nec- 
essary aiticle far a frontier life, he kep 
posted in his windows

In politics, 
he was a Whig, and among the most trust-. 
ed and honored among the membeis of the 
partv in Penobscot, and foe many yeai s 
led the forlorn hope as their candidate foi( 
County Tieasurer. 
John Fisk was a merchant engaged 
largely in the lumber business, both in its 
production and manufacture; hut did not 
have in connection with it? a general mei- 
chandising business. 
In peisonaf pres- 
ence Mr. Fisk was somewhat slight but 
genteel 
in figure, with the .inevitable 
smoothly shaven fSBe, and hair, whitened 
by age. In bearing he was a true gentle- 
inaitof the olden school, polite? affatile 
and courteous. 
Thomas Drew was a man of

spare and attenuated in figure, though 
erect and firm in his carriage; as demand- 
ed by the fashion of hi? time, he applied 
the razor most unsparingly, .and was 
smoothly shaven. At the penod to which 
I refer he was not in active business as a 
merchant, but had interests in connection 
with others in timber lands and lumbering 
operations. He was a man of correct hab- 
its, kindly disposition and courteous man- 
ners. His residence was on Harlow street, 
near to or adjoining that of Joseph Carr; 
it was an unpretending, comfortable and 
home-like family munsiou. 
Having, in the course tjf my several re- 
cent articles, releried'to numeious mer- 
chants, lawyers and clergymen, I shall, 
perhaps, be considered derelict, in duty 
towards a class of citizens, not yet men- 
tioned, useful and necessary; I may say 
at times, indispensable to the well-being 
of every individual. My present purpose 
will be readily understood and I need 
baldly say, that my reference is to

at that period. Who among ,us at some 
time in his life has not Jelt chat a doctor 
must be had, or direful disaster would re- 
sult? I will mention a few Only, of the 
doctorslresiding and practicing their pro- 
fession in Bangor., a half cent iry or more 
ago. The thoughts of everj citizen of 
that period, now living, will .nstinctively 
turn towards the|focemost man in the pro-, 
fession of medicine at that period, in Ban- 
gor; ami I hardly need mention the name 
of Doctor Hosea Rich, a name, honored 
and revered by every one who had the dis- 
tinction of personal contact with him. His 
robust, compact figure, surmounted by a 
head indicative of towering intellect, and 
crowned with hair prematurely frosted to 
the whiteness ot the purest l snow, was 
known to every man, woman and child 
within a radius of many miles. The one- 
horse gig iu which he made his visits to 
the sick, was but a common one, but it 
had been as familiar to the citizens for 
many yearjs, as had his own we^ll-kuown 
figure. Dr. Rich, in addition to his ordi- 
nary practice as a physician, was a skilled 
surgeon, and was often called to act iu 
cases requiring great skill, at points, dis- 
tant from the city. His style of practice 
in medicine, was of the heroic ' kind, and' 
called into use the lancet, the calomel and 
the leech; in fact, at that period, the lack 
of these standard remedies, would, in the 
minds of the people, have disqualified him 
for the profession of medicine. The idea 
of a remedy for disease jn thaform of the 
simple

of the present day, had hardly began to 
dawn upon the minds of the people of that 
generation. Dr. Bich's residence was at 
the corner of Broadway, and State streets, 
In a substantial brick House, indicative of 
ample space and real home comfort. 
Doctor James B. Fiske, though educated 
for the profession of medicine, and prac- 
ticing for some years the healing art, was 
not at the period to which I now refer, an 
active practitioner; he had interests in con- 
nection with John Flske, whose brother 
•lie was, and devoted .himself mainly to 
business Interests. He was a manJof larg- 
er frame, and more robust physique than 
his brother, but like htm, was a 
of courtly bearing andi pleasing 
i Doctor Daniel McBuer, was, In bis time, 
held IB popular esteem next to Dr. Bleu, 
and had a large and profitable practice. 
He was te physical proportions nof the 
equal of either Dn Bleb, or Dr. Flake, but 
was possessed of a wiry frame, though 
somewhat slight in build j but indicating In 
general, a fair measure of healthful vigor. 
He was, a very, courteous > and kindly gen- 
ever ready to go at the call ot 
Ota residence was on State street, 


a little .farther up the hill tlnn that of Dr. 
Rich.

These merchants and phyeicans whom I 
have last mentioned, were not of the earli- 
est settlers of Bangor, but coming perhaps, 
jvithm the middle period of. the first half 
century of hei histqry. Thus it is that 
they come within the reach of my own 
memory, upon which contact with them 
has firmly fixed impressions which must 
long remain. Of the 


SETTLfeRS OF AN EARLIER PERIOD, 


I have no knowledge by perso'nal contact, 
as they passed to their reward before I had 
seen much ol life. 
My father, (John 
Treat,) and uncle, (General Joseph Treat,) 
belonged to the generation of those to 
whom I have last been refening, while my 
grandfather, (Major 'Robert Treat,) be- 
longed to the generation of those \who first 
settled in Baugor, and died soon after I 
was permitted to see the ijght, so that by 
personal contact with himself and his co- 
temporaries I am quite uninfoimed, but 
by tradition and the written record, have 
glimpses of their character and aims. 
From what appears upon the recoid re-

They, perhaps, buildcd bettet 
than they knew, but forsinceie and eain- 
est devotion to- principle, and i ational, 
practical efforts to build, as best they 
might, they must be aeeoided the raced of 
praise to which the results as now seen, 
so cleaily entitle them; and tbeie is cause 
for gratulation at the remembrance of

The lefereiiceherem, toDr. McRuer, has 
recalled to my mind an interesting and 
somewhat thrilling incident m my own life 
history* In |June, 1842, my mothei had 
been prpstiaijed by a violent attick of ery- 
sipelas in the^Jiejid, land was "vei y low, 
without slight cnancd of lecovery; tbe 
local physician had done all which it, 
seemed possible foi him to do, and advised 
the family to. 
1 call to his aid the best talent 
in the profea£ion, one specially skilled in 
the treatmen of this dtbeace; to this, as- 
sent was readily giyeu. Di. Temple, of 
Old Town, had tliej reputation of being 
skilled m the treatment of the disease in 
question, and it was decided that an effort 
should b3 milde to secuio his services in 
the emergency; this decision wias ariived 
at at about 7 30 ini the evening of the IGth 
of June, and was no sooner detei mined 
upon than the necessary steps W3re taken 
to compass the end in view" The duty of 
performing the somewhat dubious jouiney 
seemed, naturally, to fall to my lot, though 
then an mfaut 111 the law sense—a duty 
which I assumed with alaci ity, (though 
with somewhat of misgiving,) mspiied by 
the hope that lelief might bepiociuedm

A DEVOTLD AND rAITIIH/L MOTHER. 
Ai'iangements weie* completed, and I 
was ready fot°the jouru,ey at about eight 
o'clock. The fleetest horse in the neighbor- 
hood, jo, plump, sleek, sphited chestiiut- 
browd nlly had been! secured f i om a friend 
and near neighbor, and with saddle and 
bridlej stood ready for th.e stut. In less 
time than it takes to iclate the cucum- 
stance, I had mounted "Billy"' (that was 
the name byiwhich the fillv was known) 
and was out of sight and heating of the 
household. '.The evening was daijk and 
lowering, the clouds liung heavy and 
tiueatening over my bead; it was not long 
beloie the rain began to descend, and came 
down in torients, but no thought of ,ha|t- 
mg or tuiniug could be for a moment en- 
tertained, the inspiration with which I had 
become possessed, was not to be dampened 
or chilled bylontward ciicumstanee, how- 
ever cheei le.ss or.uninviting, and the watch- 
word was, "forward.? "Billy" seemed to 
have caught the same inspiration and kept 
at a steady canter, through, nfeud and mifc, 
(the road from En Held to Passadumkeag 
was none of the best at that time), until 
Passadumkeag, Oknion, Greenbush and 
SunMhaze, in turn weie leached 
At the 
latter place a halt was made at the hostelry 
of Chailes Bailey, another hroise was secur- 
ed, and "Bill}-" left f6r rest and refiesh- 
ment^ it was then twelve o'clock ar.d still 
raining, but theie must be no delay, the 
fiesh hoise was quickly hitched to a gig, 
and I was speedily on my way. The space 
inteivemng between "Bailey's and the Old 
Town biidge was quickly" passed, and I 
was in Old Town, but had yet a journey 
jot a mile or more to comrass before leach- 
ing the residence of Dr Temple, which 
was out on the Orono road about that dis- 
tance* Arriving at the DC ctor's residence, 
I made ray errand known to him in person. 
He inquired whei e to, anc. how far to go, 
and whether he

"should he go. My answer fwas, that mv fa- 
ther contracted no obligations which he was 
not ready and willing to pay. ' He gazed 
somewhat lazily and hstlessly'from his bed- 
chamber window, and yawningly said he 
could not possibly think of staiting'ou 
such a journey until i daylight. 
As his 
answer was-positive and final, and at the 
same time withdrawing himself from his 
wiu'do-w, I had no choice but to wait sev- 
eral Hours Ipr him, or ti y to secure anoth- 
er physician; if possible, one who would 
' not be influenced by the indolent impulse 
under which he acted. I After a moment's 
deliberation, my mind was made dp and I 
determined to continue the jouiney to Ban- 
gor and try, though w ith something of a 
loilorn hope, to get. Dr. McRuei to go to 
Entteld, linstead of Dr.' Temple.

thought was no sooner matured thau put 
in execution, by starting immediately for 
Bangor. On the way, I met with an unex- 
E 


ected obstacle, as I went by what was 
nown as the "shore-road." I thought it 
better to cross the lower b,ridge at near the 
Webster Mills, upon arriving at which my 
surprise was great to find it closed to 
travel; to cross it, would bedangeious, 
and to go up the river to the other budge 
would consume more time than could pos- 
sibly ^be spared, so, to cioss the lowei 
bridge 1 wcmld make a desperate effort. c 
I rembved the obstructing plank which ' 
had been placed at the- entrance, and dark 
and uncertain as was the'way, moved care- 
fully on, past openings in. the planking, 
holding my horse by the bit, and leading 
him as well as I could, over and past the 
dangerous puts, so that, together with 
the animal's

I succeeded in accomplishing the danger- 
ous leat, and in a little time salely landed 
upon "terra flrma"' within the boundaries 
ot Orono, proper. Thereat accomplished, 
I made the best speed possible, and reach- 
ed Bangor at four o'clock on the morning 
of the 17th. Calling at once at Dr. McRu- 
er's house, and finding him at home, was 
received courteously, but inlormed that he 
had some very dangerous and critical cases 
on his hands, and it would "not be possible 
lo» him to leave Bangor until the alter-, 
noon of that day, so I was again brought 
to a stand to decide what should be done; 
to wait until the afternoon, under the cir- 
cumstances, could not be {thought ol, so, 
with a heavy heartyJ determined to make 
the best time possjfjji back to Old Town, 
and get Dr. Temp^Mparted at the earliest 
practicable moment This I did, and on 
arrival found htm in a better mood than 
when I had aroused htmfrom'his-slumbers 
in the early morning, and succeeded in 
getting1 him started on the- way to Enfleld 
at about ten o'clock, A. M. Large bodies

(Dr. Temple was a large man) which ac- 
counts for the late hour at which we left 


his residence. 
We journeyed wearily

June, even in Penobscot county). We ai- 
riVed at Enfield at about sundown, chilled 
and weary. The arrival of the doctor*was 
too late to be of practical service, my 
mother had gradually sunken during t.he 
previous night and the day just closing, 
and was near the end. bhe had, at an 
interval of conseiousuessvcalled her chil- , 
dren to her bedside to say the last farewell, 
but she noticed that one was absent-, and 
anxiously inquired, where is Joseph * The 
answer was made, he has gone for a doc- 
tor foi you, but we hope he will soon be 
here. At a later interval of consciousness 
she saw the missing one, and said the last 
faiewell to him; a faiewell yet lingering 
in his memory, never to be forgotten. She 
soon after fell into a state o£ uncbnscious- 
ness, fiorn {vhich 'she never awoke, and 
died m the evening of that 17th day of 
June, 1842.
